The Maori Tattooer, 

The song of the Maori tattooer in 
days of old was prophetic, for his 
will soon be a vanished art, Already 
much has, according to The British 
Australasian, been lost regarding ‘he 
value and significnnce of the chiselled 
spirals and arabesques, for when the 
Maori of the old school disappeared 
beneath the tide of an advancing 
civilization the key to this knowledge 
was buried with him. Neither the 
white man nor the modern Maori can 
explain the principles on which the 
moko or face-markings, of one chief 
used to differ from that of another, 
or can interpret the imagery express- 
ed in the various spirals, The prac- 
tice of tattooing is dying out so Fapiely 
that the time seems near at hand 
when the history of this astonishing 
custom will have to be taken from 
the dried specimens, It is this that 
makes Major-Gen. Robley’s collection 
of dried tattooed heads so inveresting 
and valuable, This collection, pa- 
tiently gathered together during a long 
series of years, contains no less than 
thirty specimens of tattooed heads, 
ranging in period from 1770 to 1831, 
and illustrating with remarkable com- 
pleteness the style and skill of the 
old-time Maori artists, These heads 
exceed in number those to be found 
in the museum of New Zealand, the 
British Museum, the Jardin 


Plantes, the Royal Museums of 


Washington, Rome, Sydney, and oth- | 


ers combined, The collec ion is thus 
unique, and, indeed, irreplaceable, It 
is carefully classified and arranged, 
and shows the wild art in its differ- 
ent conventional stages from the 
young warrior to the tukipu or fully- 
tattooed chief. Many visitors from 


New Zealand have been to see Major: | 


Gen. Robley’s collec'ion in London, 
and have expressed the hope 
it will find a resting-place in the 
country from which it originally 
came,

FAMOUS NAVAL ANCHORAGE. 


Some Account of Spithead, Creat 
Britain’s Principal Harbor. 


Along the sea wall between Ryde 
and Sea View there is a keen breeze 
blowing that whips the waters below 
into an unending procession of white 
horses. Although it is a misty day 
those passing along the wall may dis- 
cern Portsmouth und Southsea beyond 
on the mainland. In what the painters 
call the middle distance are the forts 
that dominate the entrance to our 
premier war harbor. Ponderous and 
inert amid the restless seas, they offer 
a vivid contrast to the long low line, 
with its pennon of murky smoke that 
marks the trail of a destroyer creep- 
ing out to the west. The waters that 
this lithe greyhound among ships 
flings back contemptuously from its 
bows are the waters of an historic 
anchorage; the assembly ground of 
the world’s navies, Spithead. 

They have not always met upon 
peaceful missions, these warrior am- 

assadors of the powers. At the very 
dawn of naval warfare, Spithead was 
the scene of a conflict between the 
fleet of Henry VIII.,. under Lord 
Lisle, and the fleet of Francis of 
France, under d’Annebaut. Incon- 
clusive in its results that battle was 
yet marked by a great disaster, the 
loss of the Mary Rose, Sir Edward 
Howard had once described this ship 
as “the noblest ship of sail at this 
hour that I trow be in Christendom.” 
But she had a fault; her lower deck 
ports were too near the water-line. 

acking in a strong breeze, with the 
ports open, and the guns east loose, 
she took in an enormous quantity 
of water, was brought over on her 
beam ends, and rapidly sank. Her 
captain and all her complement but 
% went down with her. To-day, in 
the museum of the Royal United Ser- 
vice Institution, are a few relics of 
the ship, all that is left to remind us 
of one of the earliest of the great na- 
vol disasters in our history. And in 
that same museum are relics of an- 
other catastrophe similar in many re- 
Bpectsa—-the loss of the Royal George 
at her moorines at Spithead. The 
atory of the sad evant is best told in 
the simple words of the monument 
in the churchyard at Portsea: 

“On the 29th day of August, 1722, 
Wis meafesty’s ship, the Royal George 
being on the heel at Spithead, over- 
set and sank, by which fatal accident 
about 900 persons were instantly 
Jaunehed into eternity, ameng whom 
was that brave aud experienced offi- 
cer, Rear-Admiral Kempenfeldt. Nine 
days after many bodies of the unfor- 
tunates floated, 35 of whom were bur- 
fed in one grave near this monument, 
which is erected by the parish of Pert- 
oea as a grateful tribute to the mem- 
on of that great commander and his 
fellow

he mere figures give very little 
idea of the scene to those who were 
not actually present. Nor do they 
oonstitute a record, for at the great 
naval review in 1914 at Spithead, in 
honor of the allied sovereigns, ths 
Prince-Regent of Britain, the Emperor 
of Russia, and the King of Prussia 
ingpected a fleat of over two hundred 
vessels, 

There is one last eerne in the story 
of Spithead that no Englishman can 
leave out of account—the passing of 
Queen Victoria.

How Some Famous Authors Sought to 
Advertise Themselves. 

The examples cited by Francis Gril- 
ble in his article on “The Comedy of 
Literary Log Rolling” in the Strand 
Maxazine arouse some suspicion as to 
their absolute authenticity, but are 
amusing enough whetuer true or not. 
Sainte-Beuve incrensed the circulation 
of his books by insisting upon fighting: 
a duel in the rain with an umbrella 
over his head, Gerard de Nerval used 
to be seen in the streets of Paris lead- 
ing a lobster by a string, Mme, Kru- 
dener, the author of “Valerie and the 
friend of Alexander 1, of Russia, made 
the fortune of ber tovel by calling at 
all the Paris shops ond asking for va- 
rious articles of dress “a la Valerie.” 
Of Victor Hugo and of Alexandre Du- 
inas the elder the following stories ure 
told: 

Nor was the great poet ashamed to 
roll his log even ata funeral. He seized 
the opportunity at the obsequies of 
one of bis own sons, It happened that 
on the way to the cemetery the pro- 
cession passed a traveling menagerie, 
and the lions, for whatever reason, 
stopped roaring just as Victor Hugo 
was in front of their cage, His com- 
pinion, a minor poet named Pelleport. 
drew his attention to the fact. “Mas- 
ter.” he whispered, “the lions recognize 
you and hush their voices, The kins 
of beasts Is silent in the presence of th = 
king of men.” Victor Hugo bowed and 
turned the matter over in his mind. 
Then, after meditation, he said: “Pelle- 
port, that was a happy thought of 
yours, Couldn't you write something 
about it?" And Pelleport wrote a son- 
net about it, and the fame of the mns- 
ter stood on a higher pinnacle tham 
ever. 

And finally there was the ease of Du- 
mas, of whom it may almost be sald 
that his whole life was an advertise- 
ment. Some one once said of him that 
his vanity was euch that he was cap. 
ble of getting up behind his own cur- 
riage in order to demonstrate that he 
had a negro footman In bis service. 
He certainly did many things almost 
as absurd as that in his restless prr- 
euit of reclame, One of his delights 
was to clothe his noble porportions it 
a uniform and to embellish the uni- 
form with decorations to which he was 
not entitled, He even went so far 1s 
himself to design the uniform tn which 
he fought—or, rather, did not fight, for 
he arrived after the fighting was al) 
over—in Garibaldi's army, and he 
achieved a tremendous advertisement 
by conducting 1 well known actress to 
a court ball to which she had not been 
invited. He got another advertise- 
ment by allowing himself to be sued 
for nondelivery of a feuilleton, He 
was utterly In the wrong, and he lost 
his case, but he kept the court In roars 
of Jaughter while he explained his lit- 
erary methods and the nature of the 
distractions which had interfered with 
the fulfillment of his contract. But 
the best of all his advertisement was 
attained when the announcement ap- 
peared that M. Alexandre Dumas 
would write the last chapter of a forth- 
coming romance sitting tf a shop win- 
dow, for all the world to see how It 
was done, One ean understand that 
that sort of advertisement would suit 
the authors who nre also luterested In 
the sale of hair restorers, They al- 
most owe ft to the public to exhibit 
themselves in this way, killing two 
birds with a single stone, But for the 
author of “Monte Cristo” to do it was 
surely the ne plus ultra of the comedy 
of log rolling.

There were speeches and processions 
and flinminations for the tess indus- 
trieus who were willing to give some 
thing more than the hour of noon to 
the celebration, but the most memora- 
ble observance of the day was that of 
the Harvard students, 

"Saying to each other that it would 
be disgraceful to pretend to honor 
Washington with riot and disorder, 
they retired to their chambers before 0 
o'clock, and by the time the bells 
ceased ringing there was not a light to 
be seen in any of the buildings.” 

This Is equaled by the summing up 
of the celebrations of Fourth of July 
for the same year, a day observed with 
great rejoicings. No accidents are re- 
ported, and the editor concludes, “In 
short, In every place we heard from 
happiness was the order of the day,

ENGLISH Glnl SUES BARON, 


Cruel Letter Charges Woman With 
Grasping After Money. 


A German baron’s love affairs were 
described recently to Mr. Justice 
Grantham and a special jury in the 
King’s Bench Division when he was 
muict in £300 ($1,500) damages for 
brench of promise of marriage. The 
plaintiff was Miss Agnes Ischen and 
the defendant was Baron Rudolph von 
Konig. The breach was denied, 

The action was founded, said coun- 
sel, according to the Tribune, on two 
verbal promises of marriage in Sep- 
tember, 1902, and January, 1903. The 
plaintiff was a German and from (294 
tu 1497 was learning the millinery 
business in Germany. When she came 
to London to seck employment she 
after an acquaintance of nbout five 
or six weeks went to live with him. At 
that time he was very poor, but he 
was now wealthy and deseribed him- 
self as a Baron of the German Em- 
pire. After this plaintiff and defend- 
ant traveled together a good deal. 

In February, 1498, he gave her an 
engagement ring with his monogram 
engraved inside. Although the de 
fendant introduced the plaintiff to 
many persons as his promised wife 
the promise to marry was not carried 
out, and in December, 1905, she dis- 
covered that he had married some 
one else. 

On February 19, 1996, the defendant 
sent a most ervel letter to the plain: 
tiff, in whieh he said:—“Eleven years 
have passed sinee T committed ms 
one youthful folly, and ten years o! 
that time you have made money ont 
of me. How nice it is now to anietl: 
sleep with mueh money and able t 
enjoy myself and know that you will 
die of hunger on the dustheap or in 
prison. Now comes my revenge for this 
ten years of money grasping. Tf 1 
could save yon with one penny from 
your downfall T would not do it; 1 
world spit in vour face and give you 
one kick and see you die in the gut- 
ter.” 


ROUND WORLD !N 41 DAYS. 


Englishman Tells How He Beat Jules 
Verne's Record. 


Lieut.-Col, Burnley Campbell writes 
to The Times that he, landed at Dover 
on June 15, alter completing a ci 
cuit of the world in 40 days and 191-2 
hours. If he had caught the St 
Petersburg express at Berlin on June 
12 he would have reduced the time 
by several hours, After asking whe- 
ther this is a record for speed around 
the world he gives the following par- 
ticulars of his trip, 

He left Liverpool on May 3 at 7.20 
p.m. by the Canadian Pacitie steam- 
er, He arrived at Quebee May 10, 3 
p.m., and left by the Canadian Paci- 
fic Railroad's oversea transcontinen- 
tal mail train at 5 ¢.m, He reached 
Vancouver May 19, at 5 a.m., and 
left at 12.30 p.m. on the Canadian 
Pueitie’s mail steamer, Arrived at 
Yokohama 5 am., May 26, and de- 
parted at 7 u.m., May 27, 

He reacher Tsaruga May 28 at 9.30 
a.m., and left at 6 p.m., by a Japan- 
ese steamer, which reached Vladivo- 
stock May 30, at 2.15 p.m. He then 
took a trans-Siberian train at 7 p.m. 
and arrived at Harbin May 31, at 
7.25 p.m. He left at 8.30 p.m., and 
reached Irkutsk June 4, at 6.30 p.m. 
He arrived at Moscow on June 10 at 
2.38 p.m., and left at 6 p.m, He ar- 
rived at Warsaw June 11, 9.30 p.m., 
and left at 11.30 pm.

12, he departed five minutes later, 
and arrived at Cologne the same day 
at 9.08 p.m., and left at 11.15 p.m. 
He arrived at Ostend June 13, at 7.30 
a.m. and left at 11 am., arriving at 
Dover at 2.50 p.m, the same day. 

Lieut.-Col. Campbell was singular- 
ly fortunate in making connections, 
but on May 30 the steamer on which 
he was traveling ran aground on an 
isolated rock during a dense fog in 
the Sea of Japan. The tide fortunate- 
ly lifted the ship off and enabled him 
to make railroad connectiona at Viad- 
ivostock. If he had missed that train 
there would not have been another 
for four days 


Where Fielding Is Buried. 

The “father of the English novel," 
Tlenry Fielding, lies buried amid the 
cypress trees of the English cemetery 
of Lisbon, Not long after his death 
a tomb was erected to mark the spot 
a@ memorial whieh an English visitor 
in 1772 found “nearly concealed by 
weeds and nettles.” In 1830, through 
the exertions of the then British chap 
lain, a large sarcophagus was subati- 
tuted, which about thirty years ago 
was repatred, and the inacrtption, a 
long one in Tatin on the front, end 
the words.en tho back, “ILuget Britan 
nia gremio non dari fovere nutum,” 
corefully restored.—Londen Chronicle
